General Sickles oil M exico’s Condiftou. 
N ew Y o e k , August ]2ih.—General Dan 
Sickles, speaking about the Cutting intuidle 
yesterday, said : •• In comparison with the 
United Slates Mexico is a feeble power, and 
very much inferior in military, naval and 
financial resources. (’alifornia and Texas, 
unaided, would conquer her. My solution 
is that she would like to repeat the maneu­ 
ver of Santa Ana in 1846. Mexico knows if 
we take a slice of Chihuahua, S jtiora and 
Lower California, we would take territory 
valuable to us and valueless to Mexico, and 
that we might do now as we did in 1846, 
pay Mexico handsomely for the territory 
taken. Public opinion in Mexico would 
not permit their Government to sell this 
territory by any peacablS transaction of a 
treaty. If a conflict be provoked by the 
Mexicans and we help ourselves to such 
parts of their territory as we may want, we 
could well afford to pay a good round sum, 
twenty or thirty, or even forty million 
dollars. Such replenishment of the Mexi­ 
can Treasur at this time would enable 
General Dir- and his Government to go on 
very handsomely during the rest of his 
term of office. Mexico has not the means 
to pay her army or her civil'service, and 
must sell land peaceably. This would be 
impossible. A mob would bang Diaz and 
his Cabinet in the streets of the Capital if 
they sold national territory, but if $60.000,­ 
000 or $40,000,000 of gold can he drawn into 
the Mexican Treasury from the United 
States after a campaign or two, in which 
we would take possession of Chihuahua, 
Sonora and I-ower California, Mexico would 
accept the situation as she has done once 
before.”

It was nearly 10 
o’clock when the last boat crossed the line. 
At 10:15 a dense fog closed down, shutting 
out all view of the racers. At the same 
time the wind l>egan to moderate, and all 
hopes of a lively raee were daslied to the 
gtound. It was not until Brenton's Reef was 
reached that the fog lifted. The Electra bad 
not long dropped her anchor inside ot Gov­ 
ernment Islán 1 when the sails of the May­ 
flower were seen coming in by way of Fort 
Adams. 
Gradually nine of the other 
yachts came struggling in. The Mayflower 
reported that she had sighted the Puritan 
in the fog otT Sow and Pigs lightship, and 
she had put Imck to Noushon. The 
Sachem passed inside of Brenton’s Reef 
lightship in coming into harbor instead of 
staying outside, as tbe other yachts did. 
Altogether, it was the most uusatifactory 
run of the cruise, but the Mayflower was 
ahead. The fleet disbanded last night. 
The cruise was one of the most successful 
the club has ever hail. Citizens of New­ 
port have otfered a $1,000 cup for a race at 
Newport, after the international races, 
open to tlie New York fleet and the 
Galatea. 
Cutting's Case. 
E l P aso, August 12th.— Cutting was 
again taken from his prison and dragged 
before Judge Castaneda's Court. He was 
merely told that the appeal taken in hi» 
case by the lawyer who had been appointed 
for him. would be tried by the Supreme 
Court of the State of Chihuahua, in a few 
days, and he was asked if he desired to 
have an attorney to take care of his intei- 
ests before that Court.

Legislators had been studying 
how to hold Governments together, and 
very little attention had ever been directed 
to the solution of the labor question.

The doctrine that the world 
owed every man a living was well enough, 
and every man could get it, too, if he was 
willing to work. The moment, however, 
that you, according to the I’owderly theory, 
said to the employer, “ You must do so and 
so, and pay such a price for such work,” 
you overstepped the bounds of common 
sense, and interfered with the inalienable 
right of the employer to regulate his own 
business. The solution of the lalror ques­ 
tion, in his judgment, would come with the 
advancement of the masses in education.

Germ any and Auatrla to Oppose Russia. 
N ew Y ork. August 12th.—The Stars 
London special says : It was decided at the 
Imperial meeting at Gastein to oppose 
Russian action for the acquirement of Lrze- 
mum and other territory in Asiatic T irkev 
beyond Batoum. The decision was com­ 
municated in the usual diplomatic terms to 
Russia. Rejrorts from the Continent show 
that the matter has caused an estrangement 
between the three Powers, which it is hoped 
may prove to be of temporary charac­ 
ter. M. de Giers has arranged an inter­ 
view with Bismarck, at which this and 
other pending matters will be discussed. 
Russia's reply to the note on the conversion 
of Batoum into a Russian military sta­ 
tion contends that the Treaty ol Berlin has 
been abrogated by the action of Turkey to 
tbe Powers in relation to Bulgaria and 
Eastern Roumelia. Russia intimates that 
Austria's conduct in the war between Ser­ 
via and Bulgaria remains to be dealt with 
hereafter. 
It is given out in Downing street that 
France will retain the New Hebrides as a 
place of arms, and that the announcement 
is accompanied by assurances of a pacific 
nature. 
Local Self-Governm ent Throughout Great

H ow to "D o Up" Lace Cnrtaioa. 
Lace curtains delight the owner's heart 
until they approach the condition where 
“ doing up” is necessary. The professional 
cleaners clean, but they also damage the 
curtains by the use of chemicals. The 
/Irroralor and Furnisher gives a most excel­ 
lent method for cleaning and stiffening 
curtains ready for hanging : “ They should 
he carefully washed under the personal 
supervision of the housekeeper or by her 
own hands, put upon the grass to bleach, 
and when sufficiently clear rinsed and 
starched, not too stiff, for that might cause 
them to break, but just enough to make 
them look new. Then pin neatly and reg­ 
ularly down upon the parlor carpet and 
leave to dry with locked doors, to keep out 
intruders, and open the windows to let iu 
the air. When taken up they will be found 
almost if not altogether as good-looking as 
new, and will have suffered little if any 
injury during the process. Treated in 
this way tamboured lace curtains will 
last until the owners are wearied with see­ 
ing them around, and get new ones for 
variety.” 
" Where fine lace curtains are very much 
soiled they should be put over night in a 
'tub of warm water, with a little soap and 
a couple of tablespoonfuls of ammonia. 
Unless there are stains on them they may 
be made almost entirely clean by moving 
them about in the tub, letting tbe water 
drain off and adding fresh water that is 
quite warm. They should never be rung 
by the hands; if there is no wringer let 
them drain, and uaug them up to drip and 
dry. After this they should be starched 
and pinned ont or put upon a frame. 
Many country families have for years used 
ordinary quilting frames, with a strip of 
cloth tacked upon one edge of the frame, 
and upon which the curtain is pinned. 
The frame is then stretched out until the 
curtain is perfectly smooth and securely 
fastened. It is said that a patent is based 
upon this idea, but the practice of using 
quilting frames is older than the patentee 
can possi bly be.”

CHINESE SLIPPING IN. 


Dispatches from Washington say that 
large numbers of Chinese enter the United 
.States by way of the Mexican border, 
along the New Mexican, Arizona and 
Texan lines. This is an official report. 
Iieing true, it illustrates the old saw about 
saving at the spiggot while wasting at the 
bunghole. 
We have in the south section 
some 900 miles of border, with a sparse 
population and a light customs force, 
while opposed is a large Mexican popula­ 
tion inviting Chinese immigration from 
the ocean side and under no obligation 
whatever to prevent a Chinese exodus on 
the East. 
While we worry about the en­ 
forcement of the Restriction Act at the 
front doors, the British Columbia and 
Mexican bars are down, and the China­ 
man is trotting through with practically 
no check. The Solicitor of the Treasury, 
having been appealed to, declares that 
the only remedy is to be found in the 
activity of border customs officials and the 
prompt return of Chinese who have ille­ 
gally crossed the line. 
He wisely adds 
that to enforce the law providing for line 
and imprisonment is impolitic, for it retains 
in the country the very persons the Act 
provides shall be kept out. So, then, it 
follows that we are to be dependent for the 
settlement of the Chinese immigration 
question upon the activity of a lot of 
petty, poorly-paid revenue officers along 
several extended lines of thinly-settled 
territory. 
We are to be placed wholly at 
the mercy of a half-score of men, whose 
conception of duty and activity is not all 
likely to he reviewed.

THE LAST ATTEMPT A3AND0NED. 


It has been settled that the Terry assault 
upon the Supreme Court shall end. Com­ 
mittees of the Legislature find the charges 
unsupported and frivolous, and so dies the 
third attempt to break down the chief 
barrier against encroachment ujion ina­ 
lienable rights. 
First, it was a weak and 
sickly demand that the Justices who con­ 
curred in a certain opinion should resign. 
This was worked into a regular “ whoop 
up '—the cxjiression is pardonable as lie- 
ing the only one that fits the case—hut the 
press made known the will of the peojde, 
and the jdan of forcing resign at ions by a 
howl was dropped. 
It v.as made perfectly 
clear that the people in relinking the de­ 
mand did not pass 
the jtmiwrOT, the 
decision referred to. That cut no figuf1 in 
the case. 
If the decision had “ gone 
other way,” the press and the people 
opposed the demand in the one ease, w« 
have antagonized it in the other, 
principle involves! is aliove, beyond 
immeasurably sitjierior to any that 
arise in a legal contest. 
It involves 
stability of American institutions, 
touches at the quick the whole system Jdj 
checks in this Government, of oDe liratéh 
upon another. The next assault proceetld 
from the legislative arm of the State G t| - 
eminent, in the form ot proposed am erl. 


The New York Board of Health is 
solicitous that the San Francisco Board of 
Health shall take active measures to ¡ire- 
vent the introduction of the cholera from 
Japan, where it is now epidemic. 
It Is 
unlikely that anything will lie done until 
the grim terror sits on the threshold of 
that city. And why? Because the Boards 
of Health of that city have all shown that 
they deem a little trade with the Orient of 
more value than the lives and health of 
the jieojde. 
It is said by the dispatches 
that it is held in New York, if it is 
deemed prudent to suspend communica­ 
tion with vessels from Mediterranean ports 
where the jiestilcnce prevails, a like meas­ 
ure of caution is demanded relative to 
shijis [dying between the Pacific coast and 
Japanese jiorts. 
Very true; but there 
will bo no interference. The «San Fran­ 
cisco authorities will make a show of act­ 
ing, whereii|«on commercial San Francisco 
will raise its hands and shout, “ Our trade 
is threatened !” and thereupon the officials 
will “ subside,” and await the chance of 
the issue whether cholera shall be kejit 
out at the cost of some trade, or admitted 
with the certainty of wholly checking all 
Japanese commerce with us. 


GOVERNOR STANFORD'S 
VIEW. 


Governor Stanford’s views, as reported 
in the New York W'nrh!, on the political 
situation in California, are clear and re­ 
flect jirccisely the situation here. This 
pcojile have not such high respect for the 
administration as will enhance its political 
advantages. 
Most 
certainly it 
is to 
be a Republican year and one of Demo­ 
cratic retrogression. 
Mr. Cleveland has 
not greatly antagonized Californians, but 
unquestionably lie lias not inijiroved the 
prosjiects of his party among them. .So 
far as California has lieen concerned, Cleve­ 
land has lieen a negative man. 
As Gov­ 
ernor Stanford puts it, “ Our peojde do 
not know 
where 
to place him.” 
His 
ajipointments have, in many cases, been 
weak and ill advised, while the majority 
have seemed to disaflect Democratic parti­ 
sans. 
No; Mr. Cleveland cannot carry 
California in 1888, nor can any other man 
under the Democratic banner. Republican 
success is already written, and the first 
note of it will lie heard three months 
hence in the November elections.

ures provide for a lecture-room, a m useum 
or art gallery, and for a suitable library. 
Cleveland, M ilwaukee and 
Detroit are 
reaching out after the best advantages 
wbieh art schools and suitable art build­ 
ings afford. San Francisco, the great city 
of the Pacific coast, has no ait building, 
no 
Art Museum, and no collection of 
pictures of any note 
open 
to 
the 
public. All the prelim inary talk about a 
suitable 
art 
building 
lias 
really 
am ounted 
to 
nothing. 
Tiiere 
never 
will be a notable collection of jiaiutings 
and other works of art here which may 
serve as a guide for critical judgm ent, 
until there is some place to bring such 
works together. Some respectable work is 
done in the way of art education in this 
city. The Art School has prosecuted its 
work from year to year with such advant­ 
ages as were within reach. The associa­ 
tion has neither a buil ing nor a museum, 
and little more than rented rooms, where 
at each term from seventy to eighty pupils 
receive competent instruction. 
Some of 
these j.upils are m aking a nam e in the 
world: and every year there are pupils of 
the greatest promise. 
W hat could be done 
here with such appliances as are already 
furnished in Cincinnati and St. Louis? Art 
education applied to industry is all very 
well in 
theory. 
But w hat is wanted 
here is the endowment, the buildings, 
the collections of the best examples of 
art, and whatever else may go to the 
building np of a great art industrial school 
in this city.” 
. 
W hat the Bulletin bewails 33 lacking in 
San Francisco Sacramento has. She has 
an art collection, in one of the finest art 
buildings of the continent. In this build­ 
ing is an art school ir, a cham ber unsur­ 
passed for beauty by that of any art school 
in the world. 
In that building is the lect­ 
ure room, library and beginning of a 
museum collection of a scientific associa­ 
tion looking to the augm entation of popu­ 
lar knowledge of the natural history o f the 
coast. Here there is the read)' formed cen­ 
ter, the splendid beginning, for the work of 
a century in building upon this foundation 
a work that shall make the Capital City 
known to ail the world as an educational 
center.

It 
was the incom ing of representatives of the 
survivors of the arm ies recruited a quarter 
of a century ago in all quarters of the 
Union to do battle iu defense ot the na­ 
tion’s perpetuity. Our guests were of the 
men whom we—on these distant shores of 
the 
Pacific—knew 
only 
through 
the 
published accounts of their valor on the 
plains of Shiloh and on the ensanguined 
slopes of Lookout M ountain ; who rallied 
from disorder in the valley of the Shenan­ 
doah, and followed the gallant Sheridan to 
glorious victory ; who, under the guidance 
of Grant, won Donelson and V icksburg; 
the men who followed Sherm an to the sea, 
or shed their blood freely in the seven days’ 
battles of the W ilderness ; the men who 
went from the m ountain fastnesses of the 
loyal N orth, from the broad prairies of the 
W est, and even from the everglades of the 
South—at the nation’s call for defense. 
These survivors of the U nion’s soldiers, in 
their annua! reunions, are not likely to 
m eet twice in the sam e section of this 
broad land, and their presence in any com­ 
m unity on one of these occasions is an 
event th at cannot soon be forgotten. 
We 
have liad large delegations of these veter­ 
ans anlong us, and our people—of all shades 
of political opinion, and hailing faom all 
parts of the Union—met them , as it were, 
with open arm s and purses, and each vied 
with the other in doing honor to the dis­ 
tinguished guests. They have been among 
us. have tested the quality of our hospital­ 
ity—of our fruits ¡pid wines, and other 
products of Sacramento's resources—and 
are now en route to their widely separated 
and distant homes. Their invasion of these 
shores call fur no armies of protection. The 
gates of California and of her cities were 
throw n wide open to these veteran con­ 
querors, so accustomed to victories, whether 
in war or in the ‘ piping times of peace." 
B ut the victory in this instance is not all 
their own. They have left behind them 
written 
and oral 
assurances 
of 
this 
fact. 
Conquerors themselves, 
they in 
turn 
surrendered 
and 
nnprotestingly 
allowed our good people to do with them 
as they would. The golden rule was fol­ 
lowed to the letter by our citizens, and we 
have tbe proud assurance that our prison­ 
ers of war were more than satisfied with 
their treatm ent while in captivity. Amid 
the cheers of the m ultitude and wishes of 
Godspeed they left us, and we feel it can 
with truth be said that the good impres­ 
sions made daring their visit are m utual. 
And in the coming years, as the evening­ 
tim e of life settles down about these vet­ 
erans, most of whom none of us shall ever 
again grasp by the hand, they will have 
pleasant reminiscences to relate, to the 
coming generation, of their visit to Cali­ 
fornia and her capital city. 


t h e k atom a e x c u r sio n. 
The com plimentary excursion to Xatoma 
V ineyard yesterday forenoon forourgreatly 
esteemed 'Eastern Grand A rm y guests was 
a most complete suceessin every ¡larticular, 
and for w hich the General Executive Com­ 
m ittee and those who so liberally contrib­ 
uted the special fund, in addition to pre­ 
vious subscriptions, to carry it out, deserve 
great credit. The train left at 9:15 a . m„ 
consisting of engine and six eloselv-filled 
coaches. 
W ith the exception of an accom­ 
panying committee, the entire party was 
made uji of Eastern people,and a happier and 
more appreciative party never graced an 
excursion. The rich alfalfa fields, hop- 
yards, fruitful 
orchards and vineyards 
along the twenty-m ile trip were constant 
subjects of observation and iandatory com­ 
ment. Cojiies of the K e c o rd -U n io n , which 
contained a marked article descriptive of 
the various resources of tbe section tra­ 
versed, were distributed to the members of 
tbe party. T his gave tbe acreage, yield 
and profits of vineyards, orchards and pro­ 
ducts, and aided tbe excursionists to better 
appreciate the wonderful resources and 
wealth of the section they were viewing. 
W hen going out, the train m ade a m o­ 
m ent's stop at Rentier s to take on a large 
box of French prunes, and which was con­ 
veyed through the cars for inspection and 
sam pling of this highly-protitable fruit, 
and which is only known at the East in 
the cured state, a t 12 to 20 cents per pound. 
The run was made to Natoma in about 
forty m inutes and a halt made at the sta­ 
tion. 
Upon arriving, the first thing that 
greeted the eyes of the visitors, was a huge 
pile of m am m oth and most delicious water­ 
melons, which made a formidable barricade 
about half the length of the station plat­ 
form, leaving only openings for the door­ 
ways. The rest of rearpoition of the plat­ 
form and approaches were lined with a 
great variety of most delicious grapes and 
various kinds of fruits, ¡tiled high in large 
boxes almost with end, and which formed 
a scene most irresistibly tem pting. 
The 
several rooms of the slation building were 
very tastefully decorated w ith fruit exhibits, 
and the walls ornam ented w ith cut vines, 
from 
w hich 
hung 
huge 
stems 
of 
grapes, and boughs of fruit trees loaded 
with choicest specimens. 
At one side of 
one of the rooms was arranged a display of 
California wines, which not only looked 
tem pting to our loyal guests, but proved to 
be extremely tem pting. 
The guests were received upon arrival of 
the train at the depot by Messra. C. H . 
Scliusslcr and H . l ’late, in most royal 
style, m aking the excursionists at once feel 
at home and that they were heartily wel­ 
come to everything in sight. 
The ears 
wore soon deserted, and five-pound ship­ 
ping 
baskets were 
furnished to 
all 
guests 
who desired, 
with 
instructions 
to help themselves freely and to their 
heart’s and eyes’ content. Each excursion­ 
ist was soon busily engaged piling into a 
basket, for persona! attention, an assort­ 
m ent of most luscious fruit. T he scene at 
this part of the program m e was a most in­ 
t resting one, and the occasion was enjoyed 
beyond expression ,bv all tbe Eastern 
friends. 
Soon each had a full basket, 
which was either being sampled or set 
aside for later investigation. 
Meantime, 
the old soldier boys “ moved upon ’’ the 
watermelon barricade with telling effect, 
and bottles of wine were handed out to 
others and were soon in inverted positions, 
while champagne, white wines, claret, etc., 
were passed freely to such as desired. The 
expressions of appreciation by tbe Grand 
Arm y guests were very pronounced at the 
banquet the previous evening, but now, in 
the m idst of this wealth of fruit, melons 
and win#, so lavishly bestowed in uncon­ 
ventional picnic style, the old boys got lost 
in their hunt for language adequate to the 
inexpressible situation, and the rem arks 
indulged in escaped all bounds. 
They 
would recapitulate the good things they 
had enjoyed since coming to the coast and 
then s a y ,‘‘But this covere them all up 
and gets away with the entire bakery, oven 
and ail.” One old veteran, with a scriptural 
turn of m ind, expressed his view of the 
case by saying, " It’s the miracle right over 
again, and the best of everything has been 
kept till tbe last of the feast.” 
' 
It would be impossible for a party to be 
entertained more royally or in any m anner 
to highien tbe pleasure of the guest:, than 
was done by the Natoma Company through 
their efficient managers, who were most 
happy and hearty in their unbounded en­ 
tertainm ent. 
The company and 
these 
gentlemen received the 
highest praise, 
and they richly deserved it. 
Several 
carriages were in attendance and placed at 
the disposal of the guests to drive through 
the inim ense vineyard. 
But while a few 
availed themselves of tbe opportunity for 
a short tim e, it presented itself to all the 
Eastern friends that everything to m ake 
more than complete was centered at the 
headquarters, and they stayed there for 
feasting and fun, and praises and expres­ 
sions of astonishm ent at the prodigality 
of nature run wild in California. 
After rem ainiug about an hour, the party 
returned to the train, nearly all having 
replenished the reduced supplies in their 
baskets, and maDv bearing bottles of choice 
wines as presents and souvenirs of the occa­ 
sion. 
W hen all were on board, the train 
proceeded a mile beyond tbe station, to the 
upper end ot the vineyard, where the 
paeking-houses are situated, and m ade a 
brief stop, and then, starting homeward, 
came three miles and a quarter, to the west 
end of the vineyard. 
H ere a short stop 
was also made, and Messrs. Schussler and 
Plate, who had so filled the cup of enjoy­ 
m ent to our Eastern visitors, bid the party 


good-by, and the train returned to Sacra­ 
mento.’ 
A rriving at the foot r f O street on Front, 
a halt was m ade to perm it all who desired 
to do so, to go to the A it Gallery, and 
m any departed for this purpose. 
Upon reaching the depot at ten m inutes 
after 12 o’clock, the excursionists upon 
alighting from the cars held an im prom ptu 
meeting, which was called to order by Com­ 
m ander W. H . W ilson, D epartm ent of the 
Potomac. 
He introduced 
Clarence P. 
Dresser, correspondent of the Chicago Inter­ 
Ocean, who. in behalf of the guests, read 
Ihe following resolutions: 
W hereas, T he visiting com rades o f th e G. A. 
B., m em bers of the W om an's B elief Corps, and 
th eir friends have tested th e hospitality ot Sac­ 
ram ento and found it so cordial, royal and 
bountiful as to m ake words but feeble m eans 
w hereby to express tb e appreciation w hich all 
have for those w ho have contributed lo our 
p le a su re ; therefore, 
Bcsolral, T hat wc a ll— delegates, guests, wives, 
daughters 
and sw eethearts—do express our 
w arm est th an k s to the m em bers of the com ­ 
m ittee and the citizens generally w ho have 
contributed to o u r pleasure and com fort: and 
we assure them th a t w hile journeying to our 
Eastern hom es we w ill carry back, not only otir 
luscious N atom a fruit an d vintage, but as' well 
cheerful testim ouy to th e loyal hearts and warm 
hospitality of our Pacific coast friends; and, 
further 
Resolved, T hat wc all hope for an early oppor­ 
tunity w hen we can greet these friends* on our 
own soil and retu rn to them like for like—ac­ 
cording to the product ot our laud: and dually 
Rcsoltvd, T hat th e Pacific coast has redeem ed 
all pledges m ade w hen it secured lor San F ran ­ 
cisco the G. A. R. N ational E ncam pm ent. 
The resolutions were unanim ously adopt­ 
ed, and were followed by three cheers for 
Sacramento, and a very large “ tiger.” 
Junior National Vice-Commander Edgar 
Allan, of Richmond, Virginia, was then 
called for by the audience, and made a 
very effective andeloquentspeech,in which 
he w arm ly indorsed the sentiments ex­ 
pressed by the resolutions. 
It would have 
been impossible, he said, for the Pacific 
coast people to have done better or more 
for their visitors. 
Everywhere in this land 
of gold and fruit, and loyal men and 
women, the stars and stripes and the bunt­ 
ing of loyalty stream s forth in greeting. 
One’s wildest fancy never anticipated half 
the attention which has everywhere been 
bestow ed; and w hat volumes are spoken 
by this greeting. 
It testifies to the true 
hearts and the loyalty of the people of the 
Pacific coast. 
O ther rem arks followed, and cheers, and 
the trip was ended. 


AT HEADQUARTERS. 
W hile the headquarters reception all day 
yesterday at the Aztcc Club rooms was a 
chief feature of the entire visitation, and 
one of the m ost conspicuous acts of broad 
hospitality on record, yet very little can be 
said in detail about it. The committeemen 
appointed to be in attendance worked with 
a will to entertain, such as we have rarely 
seen. The ladies on the force of entertain­ 
ers, and who were present all day W ednes­ 
day also, were especially active in the 
duties confided to them yesterday. The 
ladies of the committee were: Mrs. C. 11. 
Cummings, Mrs. W. A. Henry, Mrs. Mary 
B. Jordan, Mrs. C. E. Pinkham , Mrs. O. P.

Woodson. There were a num ber of volun­ 
teers during the day to aid, and efficient 
assistance 
was 
also 
given 
by 
a 
num ber of gentlemen of the Reception 
Committee, Executive Committee. Refresh 
ment Committee and others. The tables, 
from the opening of the rooms until their 
close at night, were never empty. 
It was 
a constant feast. One a stranger to this 
people would have concluded that Saera- 
m entans had determined that the Eastern 
people had never before liad a “ square 
m eal.” and had no hopes of ever getting 
another. The tables weie presided over all 
day by Christopher Green, as a m aster of 
ceremonies. 
In the reception-room there 
was a warm welcome and a word for all. 
Many a reunion scene was witnessed, 
m any 
a 
story 
of 
the 
war 
told, 
m any a 
recital 
of prison life iu the 
South. 
It 
is 
impossible to say how 
m any were entertained during tlie day, for 
Sacrámentans would bring the veterans 
back again and again, and every tim e they 
were as welcome as if they had not been 
in the rooms before, and were feasted and 
wined anew, as if they m ust be half 
starved. 
There was scarcely a want ex­ 
pressed by guests that was not at once 
attended to by the hosts—even to tlie ex­ 
tent of a comm itteem an surgeon present 
operating quickly, and 
with 
success, 
upon tbe eye of a 
lady guest who 
had suffered severely several hours from a 
cinder in tlie eye. 
This is m entioned as 
only one of a score of kindnesses shown. 
A nother of the incidents of the attention 
of the committees is that of one of the 
veterans who had a congestive chill Wed­ 
nesday night. 
The illness was at once re­ 
ported and a physician of one of tbe com­ 
mittees im m ediately had the patient sent 
to a private hospital, and every medical 
and nurse care possible bestowed. 
W ed­ 
nesday one of the ladies of the Kansas party 
was taken ill. At once the ladies of the 
Reception Committee visited lier in her 
ear, provided nurses, and did all that could 
be done to m ake her comfortable and in­ 
sure her recovery, and with happy results. 
Yesterday one lady of this city distin­ 
guished herself by driving nearly all day a 
tine team and conveying lady guests from 
point to point, m aking m any a trip, for in­ 
stance, between headquarters and the Art 
Gallery. Other ladies w ith phaetons and 
buggies performed like service, and every 
man who had leisure and a buggy, was 
busy transporting veterans freely 
and 
gladly. 
The General Committee has every reason 
to be proud of the headquarters reception, 
and it is scarcely probable that the Aztec 
rooms will ever again be the stage of ac­ 
tion for such scenes of hospitality. 


AT THE ART GALLERY. 
Guests began to arrive at tbe E. B. 
Crocker A rt Gallery as early as 8:30. Here 
there was no feasting of body, but a feast­ 
ing of intelligence and taste and love of the 
beautiful and of tbe interest in scientific 
research. Over the entrance hung a beau­ 
tiful floral 
piece contributed by Mrs. 
Crocker. 
Over 
this 
was 
a 
canopy 
of 
tri-color 
and 
the 
pendant 
flag 
of the California M useum Association, 
in charge of the gallery and School 
of Design, bearing tbe word “ Welcome.” 
The M aster of Ceremonies was Jam es I. 
Felter. Tbe comm ittee of ladies was Mrs. 
E. B. Crocker. Mrs. D. Lubin, Mrs. W in. 
M. Lyon, Miss Carrie Goodhue, Miss Len­ 
non* klebitz, Mrs. Jas. I. Felter, Mrs. J. FI. 
Mills, Miss Em m a Felter, Miss Fanny Py- 
burn. Tbe President and several Directors 
and the employes of the Museum Associa­ 
tion assisted in every possible way. Soon 
after opening the doors, Mr. Felter bad 
transported from tbe M arguerite Home the 
life-sized portrait of Mrs. Crocker, and 
placed it on an easel in the vestibule, with 
a card briefly recounting tbe history of her 
gift to the city. The Eastern visitors were 
especially interested in this portrait, so 
m any having heard of its original. The 
entile building was thrown open. Several 
hundred 
of 
the 
3,000 
studies 
and 
rare prints 
in 
tbe 
library 
were dis­ 
posed 
on 
long tables in 
the library 
cham ber as exam ples of the splendid col­ 
lection in the locked cabinets. 
Here also 
were placed a num ber of the rare volumes 
of art treasures. In bis studio Instructor 
Carlson worked upon a portrait all day, 
and during the whole day he was sur­ 
rounded by a large crowd interested in ob­ 
serving. W orks from his brush and pencil, 
and from those of Instructor Jackson (now 
absent on vacation), were shown in tlie art 
rooms, and the new picture by the latter, 
“ Shoshone Falls," had a constant crowd 
of critics and admirers about it. In the 
School of Design room everything was 
placed just as it is when the school is in 
session, the work of tha pupils being ex­ 
posed w ith the stndy beside each piece, or 
close by, that judgm ent m ight be formed of 
the skill attained. A visit to this room was 
made by every one of the several thousand 
guests of the day, and the expressions of 
surprise and delight were uniform. Many 
critical judges were unw illing to believe 
that such progress could be made by 
pupils 
in 
six 
m onths — the age of 
the school—and it was tbe unanimoBs ver­ 
dict that no art school on the continent 
has such a superb work-room or such in­ 
spiring immediate surroundings. Scores 
of Sacramentans who visited the room as­ 
tonished the committee by expressing sur­ 
prise, and stating that they had no idea 
such a school doing such work bad an 
existence in their " town.” 
Their concep­ 
tion of theschool bad been wholly different. 
The 5,000 exhibits of the Museum Asso­ 
ciation, while not yet properly arranged, 
and not very num erous—as museum ex­ 
hibits go—still had the attention of all, and 
m any were deeply interested. Indeed, one 
Pennsylvanian was so pleased th at he 
promised to send to tbe association on bis re­ 
turn home a collection of fossils in coal, he 
being related to an association that gathers 
such exhibits. The lecture-room and cab­ 
inets of tbe association were visited also by 
large num bers of the guests. Close calcu­ 
lation and purposeful observation puts the 
num ber of people who visited the gallery 
during the day at about 4,800. At onetim e 
it was so crowded that it was very difficult 
to move about. It was a stream of coming 
and 
going 
guests 
all 
day. 
Eastern 
visitors 
were 
warm 
in 
tbeir 
ex­ 
pressions of 
pleasure 
over tbe 700 
paintings 
in the 
superb gallery 
and 
one and all congratulated Sacramento on 


such possessions. 
They were not less Out­ 
spoken about the beautiful temple ill which 
the collection is preserved. One lady of 
Ihe committee attended to collecting cata­ 
logues of retiring guests, others aided in 
relieving guests of canes and parasols and 
caring for the goods until called tor, and 
this branch 
of the 
committee had 
a 
most 
difficult 
and 
laborious 
task, 
and 
accomplished 
it 
with but two 
unim portant m istakes 
tbe 
entire day. 
Others of the committee, both ladies and 
gentlemen, aided by members of the Asso­ 
ciation, escorted guests about the building 
and explained over and over again to 
groups the story of tbe gallery, the scheme 
of the Museum Association and the plan 
of tbe School of 
Design. 
Icewater was 
furnished all guests, and every attention 
given to their comfort. 
Tbe entire recep­ 
tion at the gallery was a complete success. 
N o te .— A gold bangle pin was found last 
night in the gallery, and may be identified 
by the owner by calling at the Secretary's 
office at any time. 


ABOUT THE CITY. 
From early m orning until the hour of 
departure the Grand Army strangers w ith­ 
in onr gates occupied their tim e in visiting 
the various points of interest about tliecity. 
Many went driving by themselves, while 
others were taken out in carriages by m em ­ 
bers of the citizens’ committee or newly- 
found friends. 
H undreds again repaired 
to Agricultural Pavilion to viewT at their 
leisure the splendid display of fruit gath­ 
ered from orchards near town, and winch 
elicited their w arm est adm iration. Early 
in the ferenoon groups of visitors entered 
the State Capitol and spent hours in view­ 
ing that magnificent piece of architecture. 
Many were present in the Senate and As­ 
sembly chambers during the m orning ses­ 
sions 
of 
those 
bodies, 
and 
were 
treated to some rather 
startling spe­ 
cimens 
of 
California 
oratory. 
Those 
in 
the 
Senate 
were 
especially 
re­ 
galed w ith a very hum orous anecdote, 
which the narrator m ust have called up 
from fhis memories of youthful days. 
It 
was certainly of the class not intended for 
ears polite—especially those of ladies—and 
was even out of place in a legialative hall, 
which should certainly have an air of dig­ 
nity about it. The venerable Senator m ust 
have been quite carried away by the en­ 
thusiasm of Grand Arm y Day, or some­ 
thing else, to have so completely forgotten 
the proprieties of the Senate cham ber and 
the consideration due to the lady visitors, 
as to rehash a story of such questionable 
character that it would scarcely be per­ 
missible as a post-prandial morccau even 
among an assemblage of m en. 
W hile the 
Senators were wrestling with the rather 
tough problem of how not to do something. 
Comniander-in-Chief Fairchild and 
his 
predecessor, General Burdette, of the Grand 
Arm y, entered the hall, and a recess was 
taken, during which tlie Senators came 
forward and were severally introduced by 
President Daggett. 
Throughout the day the State Library 
was a chief point of interest to the visiting 
strangers, m any hundreds of whom spent 
hours in exam ining its literary treasures 
and the splendid cabinet of m inerals be­ 
longing to the State. State Librarian W allis 
and his deputies were kept busily engaged 
in receiving and entertaining the visitors, 
all of whom expressed themselves as de­ 
lighted with the results of their visit. 
Various others of the State departm ents 
were also visited by the city’s guests dur­ 
ing their stay in the Capitol, and a large 
num ber ascended to the top of lire dome 
in order to get a view of the city and sur­ 
rounding country. 
M any visitors ftom the country were in 
the city, and the streets presented a very 
anim ated appearance, notw ithstanding the 
fact that a considciable num ber of business 
houses were closed. 
M any and frequent were the expressions 
of adm iration of the hospitality and opcn- 
heartedness of our citizens, and to repeat 
even tbe hundredth part of them would 
occupy colum ns of our space. The general 
verdict, however, was that tbe reception 
tendered the veterans by the Capital City 
was in m any respects the finest they had 
received on the coast, notw ithstanding 
every place they had visited liad done 
nobly.

Yesterday morning, before the meeting 
of the Legislature, and before m any of the 
city’s guests had visited the Capitol, .Secre­ 
tary of State Thompson had completed 
the task of decorating the building. The 
drapiegs burned on the preceding evening 
were replaced, and the Senate and Assem­ 
bly Chambers were neatly decorated. 
One of the ladies visiting the city with 
the Grand A rm y guests sent the following 
note to the R e c o rd U n io n for publication :

W hat is declared to have been the grand­ 
est camp-fire about which veterans of the 
war had yet gathered, on this coast, was 
that held at the arm ory of Company A, 
First A rtillery (Captain Stevens), on W ed­ 
nesday night, after the banquet. Captain 
Stevens escorted to the armory delegations 
f 'im the Departments of the Potomac and 
M iryland, where a grand reunion of the 
old soldiers took place. 
Speeches were 
made bv Colonel Sheehan. Captain Stevens, 
Colonel l’errie Kewen and others. 
It was 
approaching the sm all hours before the 
c mp-lire was allowed to smolder. 
Tlie 2:40 train for San Francisco yester­ 
day afternoon took hence an imm ense 
num ber of people, including Grand A rm y 
visitors who have not yet seen enough of 
California. 
M any of those who are not 
yet prepared to depart for their Eastern 
homes are persons who arc considering the 
advisability of looking up homes among 
us. From expressions of m any of them , it 
is safe to say that tlie Grand A rm y popula­ 
tion of northern California will he consid­ 
erably increased in the near future. 
A. Menko, the well-known liop-grow erof 
this county, who was him self a soldier of 
the Union, yesterday entertained a party of 
Eastern visitors at A rnold’s restaurant. 
Past Comraander-in-Cliief Burdette was 
received in the Assembly Chamber yester­ 
day in a very cordial m anner. 
At the reception and banquet at the Pa­ 
vilion W ednesday evening one of the old 
veterans—Comrade J. A. Mead, of W arren 
Post, No. 54, G. A. R., Departm ent of Cali­ 
fornia—on behalf of the veterans of the 
Pacific coast, presented General Logan, as 
a souvenir, a campaign badge of Abraham 
Lincoln and H annibal H am lin, hearing 
date I860.

Gen­ 
eral Logan accepted it and promised that 
he would keep and treasure it as a most 
appropriate emblem of the old days. 
The city was unusually quiet last even­ 
ing. The visitors had departed for their 
homes, and most citizens, weary from the 
unusual labors of the preceding night and 
yesterday, retired early.

State of C alifornia, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. L>. eighteen h u n d red and eighty-five, two- 
th ird s of ail the m em bers elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e following am endm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, Ten aud Eleven of A rticle 
T hirteen, of th e C onslitutiou of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S ection l. Ail property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u n d er the law s of tlie 
U nited States, sh all be taxed in pronorliou to Us 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law . 
The w ord property, as used in this article and 
seer ion, is liereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises am ."all 
other n.Rttors an d things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable o f private ow nership; provided, 
th a t grow ing crops, proper;y used exclusively 
fur public.Schools, an d such as m ay belong to 
th e U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ithin th is iftate, fhaii 
be exem pt from taxation. G rowing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed anil taxed as a i>art of the realty; and, 
proviikd further, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided iu Section 'Jen ot this article; and, 
provided further, th a t the Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation of suips 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled in 
this etatc, or m ay ta x such ships and vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem u x .

Sf.c. 8. T he Lecislnture shall, by law , require 
each tax p ay er in this State to m ake aud deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u n d er oath, setting forJi specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railro»d property, 
as defined in Section Ten of th is article, ow ned 
Dy such taxpayer, or iu his possession or under 
his control, a i’tw elve o’clock m eridian, on the 
fust M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except lailroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or d istrict in w hich it is situated, in the 
m an n er provided by law . Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before th e first day o f July of each year, pay to 
th e State T reasurer an an n u al tax of two and 
a h alf i>er cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin this S u te , of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon th e thirty-first day of Decem ber 
next preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all o th er State and county taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of sucn railroad, an d upon the 
Ehare» of th e capital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
g ag es deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All o th er property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person sn&ll be assessed and taxed 
as o th er property is assessed and taxed.

First- T he gross caruings v^hich, during the 
7 ear last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ith in this State. 


ftcrond—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have boen earned partly within this 
State and partly witnoot this estate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State ana other Sta^s or Territo­ 
ries, in tbe proportion which the number of 
m iles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears t o w be 
w hole number of m iles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. Tbe pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall be added to th e earnings m ade wholly 
w ith in th e State, an d the total thus obtdiued 
shall be tak en au d deem ed to be the gross earn ­ 
i n g of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent an d taxation. 
For every purpose or this 
section, except for th e purpose of ascertaining 
tlie proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ithin this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as cue road. O ne-third of the tax paid 
by corjK>rations or persons owuiDg o r operating 
railroads u n d er th e provisions of this section 
shall becom e part of th e G eneral F und o f this 
State, an d tw o th ird s thereof shall be naid to 
the county o r caan ties in w hich said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in th e several counties, l or th e 
purposes of th is section a consolidated city añd 
county shall be treated asiicoiinty. Any corpo­ 
ration* así ocia1 ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to ra y the 
tax herein provided, w hen the sam e shall be­ 
come due. or w ithin th irty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have w aived th eir right to operate 
th eir railroads w ithin th is H ate. T he taxes

th is article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
w ithin th e boundaries of any incorporated city 
or tow n, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for m unic ipal purposes the sam e as oilier prop­ 
erty situated therein, an y th in g in th is article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed an d 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in th is state, or any one or m ore of 
them , in such cm-es an d am ounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law . No Court 
w ithin this State shall have pow er, by fnjunc 
tion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith , h in d er or 
d?lay the collection of any tax laid u n d er th e 
form of law, except upon a show ing th a t th e 
sam e property lias been taxed m ore Ilian once 
for th e sam e purpose in th e sam e year, and then

THE LATE TRAGEDY. 


T e s tim o n y o f E y e -W itn e s se s —V e rd ic t or 
th e Coroner’s J u r y . 
M ention was made W ednesday m orning 
of the fatal shooting of Deputy I nited 
States M arshal T. G. Robinson about G 
p. m. Tuesday, by M. M cW horter, editor 
and proprietor of the M arysville Democrat. 
Mr. Robinson died a few m inutes before 
12 o'clock on W ednesday. 
An inquest was 
held by the Coroner at his office last even­ 
ing. The rem ains were at tbe family resi 
dence and were not viewed by the jury, 
they w aiving 
th at 
privilege. 
District 
A ttorney Buckley conducted the exam in­ 
ation. City A ttorney H art was present at 
the beginning, blit leit before tbe first wit­ 
ness finished m aking his statement. The 
defendant, M cW horter, was present, and 
occupied a seat beside his attorney, Senator 
Cross. 
T IIE TESTIM ONY IN T H E CASE. 
Jam es O'Brien, of Smartsville, Yuba 
county, said lie had a lim ited acquaintance 
with the deceased. 
He had bee: acquaint­ 
ed w ith Milton M cW horter for about two 
years. 
On Tuesday evening Senator Chan­ 
dler, M cW horter and witness were sitting 
in front of the State House Hotel. 
Had 
been talking with M cW horter some twenty 
m inutes and with Senator Chandler about 
ten m inutes when Robinson passed up the 
street. 
I understood there was some dif­ 
ference between Robinson and M cW hor­ 
ter. 
Deceased had m ade some threats 
against defendant. 
Latter spoke to wit­ 
ness about it, and 
the latter replied, 
" T hat's all right.’’ About five m inutes later 
M cW horter pointed hint out upon the street 
corner, saying, "T h ere he is again,” and 
witness said, “ T hat’s all right.” Senator 
C handler was reading. M cW horter got up 
and stood in front of us on the sidewalk. 
Robinson came and stood in the door fac­ 
ing M cW horter. Senator Chandler got up 
and started into tbe hotel. 
Just then wit­ 
ness said to M cW horter, “ Let's go in and 
get our dinner,” and started to get tif* 
Just then Robinson rushed in front of Mc­ 
W horter, holding up a newspaper, and, 
pointing to it, said, " Do you father that 
article?” After looking at it a m oment 
M cW horter replied, " I do." 
Robinson 
dropped the paper, caught M cW horter by 
tbe shoulder with his left hand and struck 
him with the right. 
W itness started in 
the door when he heard the shot. That 
was all the conversation he heard between 
them . 
in answer to questions by Mr. Buckley he 
said : 
Deceased hauled o!f and hit Mc­ 
W horter on the cheek. 
I was sitting in 
front of the door about six feet distant, 
when the tronbie began, and had ju st got 
inside the door when the shot was fired. 
My first impression was to get between 
and separate them , but I was told on last 
Sunday that Ilobinson had threatened my 
life. 
M cW horter was also to ll; I am one 
of those who told him , that ltohin3on had 
threatened him . 
Both men dropped their 
hands. 
There was no motion tu draw pis­ 
tols until after the blow was struck. 
Did 
not bear Robinson say there is no use to 
draw a pistol. 
I hail m ade lit) m y m ind 
to see Robinson and see w hat be had 
against me. 
W hen he passed us he looked 
very angry, indeed. 
M cW horter 
said, 
You see him now, how angry he looks?’ 
I did notice it, but replied, " Y'es, that's 
all right.” 
A m an took me in the parlor 
the other day and said, " I want to tell you 
som ething ; this is private.” H e then said 
to me, “ Robinson has threatened to kill 
M cW horter and wear the ground out with 
you.” H e also asked me to tell McW horter, 
lie also told Senator Cross the sam e thing. 
Mr. Buckley—W ho was that gentlem an? 
Mr. O’Brien—Seth M artin told me. 
W itness, continuing, 
said th at when 
lie' told M cW horter the latter replied he 
had heard the same thing from others. 
Did not know that M cW horter was armed. 
The paper Robinson held in his hand was 
the M arysville paper which M cW horter 
owns and publishes. 
He is ihe sole owner 
of the paper and has been since it was 
started. 
It was slatted as a Democratic 
paper two years ago, and as a Democrat I 
gave $100 toward it. 
It was a donation. 
Was always social with deceased. 
I was 
told by m any nieu that he was receiving 
m oney from some miners, to .allow them 
to ruti. 
H ad no personal feeling against 
him . 
Knew that M cW horter was on his 
g u ard ; saw that he was nervous, and adm it 
i was a little nervous myself. 
I am a 
farm er and stock-raiser. H ave had nothing 
to do with hydraulic m ining for four years. 
H e has 2,800 acres of land rented out and 
grazes 10,000 sheep and 300 head of cattle. 


AN EX -SU PER V ISO R T E ST IFIE S. 
C. C. D urham , a resident ot Smartsville, 
an ex-Supervisor of Y’uba county, but who 
now holds a position at the State Capitol, 
said that about eleven days ago he m et de­ 
ceased and during their conversation Rob­ 
inson srid Use next time he saw M cW horter 
he was going to wear him out on the 
ground. 
Two or three days afterwards 
witness m et M cW horter and told him to 
look out for Robinson, for he “ was going 
to wear him out on the ground.” 
The 
trouble was about some newspaper articles 
in which M cW horter said Robinson had 
been taking money on both ends of the 
route. W itness said he had a social ac­ 
quaintance with Robinson ; when they met 
they had a social drink together. 
W itness 
was a quartz m iner. 
M cW horter had a re­ 
porter's desk upon the lloor of the Senate. 


W HAT A STATE SENATOR SAW. 
A. L. Chandler, joint Senator from Yuba 
and Suiter counties, said lie had a very 
slight acquaintance with both deceased and 
defendant. The testim ony as to tim e of 
day, positions of parties, etc , was corrobor­ 
ative of that of Jam es O'Brien. 
After I 
finishing reading his paper he carried on a 
short conversation witli O’Brien about irri­ 
gation. in which M cW horter participated. 
H e got up and started in the door to get 
his supper. 
Robinson was standing in the 
door. H e said to me in an ordinary voice, 
pointing to McYYhorler, “ W ho is th at 
m an?" 
I said, “ That is the editor of the 
Marysville Dew rat. 
Mr. 
M cW horter.” 
H e 
im m ediately 
started 
toward 
Mc­ 
W horter. I naturally looked around to see 
w hat he wanted. He went up to McWhorter, 
pulled cu t the papir, held it in his 
left hand, pointing to it witli his right, 
pretty close to M cW horter’s face. Could 
not hear well enough to distinguish what 
was said. Saw M cW horter look at it. Saw 
Robinson catch M cW horter by ihe shoul­ 
der and strike him on the cheek w ith his 
hand. They clinched and scuffled around 
and oil the sidewalk into the street. In the 
scuffle they turned, and facing toward the 
door I saw the pistol. 
Both had hold of 
it. 
M cW horter said, " W hy don’t some 
one take this m an off of m e?” 
I saw the 
pistol pointed in m y direction and I got in ­ 
side. Somebody parted them . Afterw ards 
1 saw Robinson draw his pistol and start 
toward the edge of the walk. 
Afterwards 
say him lie down ; saw blood on him ; saw 
hint taken away in a hack. 
Robinson was 
about m y size, about my bight—six feet— 
and would weigh about 200 pounds. He 
was well built, apparently in good condi­ 
tion, and pretty close on io 50 years of age. 
M cW horter was asked by one of the ju ry ­ 
men to stand up. 
H e did so, and said lie 
weighed 118 pounds. 


T H E ARRESTING O FFIC ER . 
George R. M artin, the arresting officer, 
said his attention was attracted by the 
shot. 
H e at first thought it was a fire­ 
cracker. 
H e saw the men scuttling in the 
street. 
He ran to them , and found both of 
them holding a pistol. 
He took it away 
from them , and told them to consider 
themselves under arrest. 
Afterwards Mc­ 
W horter started to run, and he called out 
to bystanders to catch him . 
H e turned to 
see w hat he was running from, and saw 
that Robinson had his pistol pointed in 
that direction. 
H e grabbed the pistol 
away from him , and had turned both 
weapons over to the Chief of Police. 
He 
took M cW horter to the city prison. Mc­ 
W horter’s pistol was one of the bull-dog 
pattern, Robinson’s a Sm ith A Wesson. 


ANOTHER F Y E -W IT N E S 3. 
W m. C. Sm ith, an employe at the State 
Capitol, was just entering the hotel at the 
tim e and witnessed the whole affair, saw 
a m an strike M cW horter. I thought it was 
a scuffle. They clinched, and pulled out 
into the street, and after a little more 
scuffling I heard the shot. 
W itness then 
detailed the circumstances attending the 
arrest. They afterwards brought Robin­ 
son across the street. 
He liad both his 
hands on his side, blood was running over 
them , and he said: 
‘‘ My tim e has come. 
I ’m going to die.” 
H e saw' no pistols, and 
did not know who fired the shot. 
W m. Robinson, the last witness, said he 
was a brother of the deceased, Thom as G. 
Robinson. 
H e was w ith him when he 
died. 
H e was a native of New Y'ork, bis 
age 43 vcars, 10 m onths and thirteen days. 
T h in k 'h e weighed ISO or 1SÓ pounds. 
Some two years ago he did weigh 200 
pounds w ith his overcoat on. 
H e at one 
tim e received a gunshot in his shoulders, 
and in consequence did not have a very 
free use of his right arm . 
H is right 
shoulder troubled him some. 
The post-mortem exam ination statem ent 
was read, after which the ju ry brought in 
the following verdict: 
“ From the evidence before us we find 
the man's name to be Thomas G. Robin­ 
son, a native of New York, aged 43 years 
10 months and 13 days, and that he came 


to his death front a gunshot wound fired 
from the hands of Milton M cW horter.” 
One of the jurors refused to sign the ver­ 
dict, claim ing that defendant should bo 
charged with the crim e of m urder.

THE 
HEALTH OF 
Th?' 
LTATE. 


F a v o r a b le R e p o r ts —N o L p ld e ru ld .D isease 
P r e v a ils. 
Dr. G crrard G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the 
State Board of H ealth, in his report for 
July, dated August 10;L, rem arks: 
From the reports received this m onth it 
will be seen at a glance that the rate of 
m ortality 
still 
continues exceptionally 
small. 
There has been a slight increase in 
tlie death rate of San Francisco and O ak­ 
land, but nothing to excite rem ark. 
Death 
from zymotic or preventable diseases are 
rem arkable for tlie lim ited num ber that 
have occurred from these causes. 
The fol­ 
lowing towns report no deaths; 
Lincoln, 
Martinez, Cottonwood, Sutanville, Downie- 
ville, W illits, Gonzales, Alturas, Fort Bid- 
well, Shasta, Ontario, Anaheim , Roseville, 
Forest H ill, Monterey, Los Gatos, America, 
Azflsa and Colfax. 
W e have to report three deaths from 
heat apoplexy this m onth. 
All of these 
occurred about the 17th of July, during 
the extremely hot weather. 
One death oc­ 
curred in Sacramento, in the person of a 
m an, who, in the arm y had had asuu-stroke 
years before. The second case occurred in 
Oroville, iu the practice of Dr. J. II. M. Kurs- 
ner, who reports that the m an, aged thirty- 
six years, had walked a m ile in the sun, 
and on returning home laid down in the 
cellar, complained of great heat and thirst, 
became unconscious, and died in two hours 
after seizure. The third case is reported 
by Dr. A. P. Tartar, of Tehama, in the per­ 
son of a man aged seventy-two years, of 
tem perate habits. 
H e was á bridge-tender, 
and obliged every m orning to inspect the 
bridge as tlie trains passed over. 
As he 
was m aking his inspection he was stricken 
down on tlie bridge, and when found con­ 
veyed to his home, where he soon became 
unconscious, and died in about two hours. 
Dr. Tartar is of the opinion that the un­ 
usual m oisture in the ground from the 
abundant and late rains of w inter had pro­ 
duced that degree of hum idity in the at­ 
m osphere which makes sunstroke possible. 
H e rem arks that slouglis and ponds usu­ 
ally dry at this season are still holding 
water, and their evaporalion m ust add 
som ething to the cause. The cases of sun­ 
stroke reported this year have exceeded in 
num ber those of any previous year in the 
history of California, w hether owing to the 
increased hum idity from said saturation, 
or from the exceptionally high tem perature 
prevailing at tlie tim e, or as the result of 
personal habits, is still a problem to be 
olved. 
Reports received from eighty-four towns 
agree in their estim ate of tlie general 
healthfulness of their several localities, 
and that no epidemic disease anyw here 
prevails. 
Cholera infantum has been quite a fre­ 
quent cause of death in fian Francisco, and 
has been noticed as prevailing in Sail Jose, 
Benicia, lone, W illiams, Gridley, Nana, 
Mariposa and Oakland. 
D iarrhea and dysentery prevail exten­ 
sively over the State. T he type is m ild and 
not attended w ith any unusual m ortality. 
Some lim ited cases of cholera morbus have 
been noted in a few localities, caused 
m ostly by the indiscrim inate use of green 
fruit. 
D iphtheria has been noticed as present 
in Santa Cruz, San Francisco, E tna Mills, 
Truckee, Fall River, Oakland, Napa, H ill’s 
Ferry and Los Angeles. 
Croup has also 
prevailed in these places to a lim ited ex­ 
tent. 
W hooping cough at present prevails in 
Nicolaus, Jolon, Anaheim , Napa, Grass 
Valley, Modesto, lone and Martinez. 
Erysipelas has appeared in Nicolaus, 
W illits, Truckee, Millville, Anderson, Los 
Angeles and Grass Valley. It is sporadic 
in form and not epidemic. 
T yphoid fever—T his preventable disease 
is again noticed in our sickness reports as 
becoming m ore freqent in Santa Cruz. Sa­ 
linas, Sacramento, Alturas, San Francisco, 
Jolon, Anaheim , Lincoln, E lk Grove, Fort 
Bidwell, Cottonwood and other places. 
Typho-rualaria fever is also prevailing 
m ore or less extensively wherever m alaria 
is an additional factor to the fever. 
R em ittent and interm ittent fevers, as is 
usual at this season of the year, are ob­ 
served everywhere in tiie lowlands and 
along the river marshes. 
Ccrebro-spinal fever is occasionally no­ 
ticed in our reports for last m onth, but 
does not prevail anywhere. 
Pneum onia is seldom noticed in our last 
reports. 
Bronchitis seems to prevail in E tna. San 
Francisco, Azusa, Dixon and Modesto. 
Scarlet fever is noticed in Susauville, 
Truckee. A lturas and Shasla. The type is 
very m ild, with no m ortality from it dur­ 
ing tiie m onth. 
Measles arc not noted as prevailing in 
any locality. 
T he general health of tlie State is re­ 
m arkably good, and the absence of any 
epidemic disease w ithin our borders is a 
subject for congratulation am ong all sani­ 
tarians. _

Chinatown bus been filling up witli 
Celestials during the past few days, the 
cause of their congregating being tbe close 
proxim ity of the 
hop-picking seasor. 
People who were at the depot on the ar­ 
rival of the Grand A rm y train W ednesday 
evening are doubtless aware of the fact, as 
Second street, from I to the depot was 
thronged witii Chinamen to such an ex­ 
tent that white people had to take second 
place. T hey seem to be at loggerheads 
now relative to the price to be paid for 
picking hops, m any of them insisting upon 
90 cents per 100 pounds, while one or more 
of Chinese agents havccontracted with hop- 
prowers to furnish all the men necessary 
fur 75 cents—which is 5 cents more per 100 
than tlie growers at their m eeting last 
Monday decided to pay. However, some 
growers have contracted at 75 cents, and 
last evening the Chinamen holding out for 
90 cents held a sort of indignation meeting to 
protest against any of tlu ir people working 
for less. 
There was m uch talk, but no 
violent dem onstrations.

The Senate met at 11a. m., President Daggett ; 
in the chair. Roll called and quorum present. ! 
Prayer by the Chaplain. Journal of preceding , 
day read and approved. 
REC EPTION TO A VETERAN. 
Boone moved that a recess of fifteen minutes 
be taken for the purpose of enabling Senators 
to pay their respects to General Burdette, 
late Commander-m*ChIcf of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, who was present in the Senate j 
chamber. It was so ordered, and the Senators 
were in turn presented to General Burdette. 
PROTESTING GRANGERS. 
On reassembling. Chandler presented a me­ 
morial from Wheatland Grange, favoring a State 
system of irrigation and opposing all monopoly 
of water rights, whether by irrigationists or 
others. Referred.BILLS REPORTED. 
Kellogg, from the Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments reported back without recom­ 
mendation Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 
7. relating to maintenance of ditches and canals. 
Also, Senate Bill No. 21, with a recommendation 
that it do not pass. 
A SECOND RECEPTION. 
At this juncture Commander-in-Chief Fair­ 
child was conducted to the President’s desk, 
and on motion of Boone the Senate took another 
recess of ten minutes, duriug which the mem­ 
bers of the Senate were presented to the distin­ 
guished visitor. 
ATTA» HE-’ MILEAGE. 
On reassembling, Lynch, from the Committee 
on Attaches and Contingent Expenses, reported 
back the respective sums allowed certain at­ 
taches for mileage. 
FIRST READING OF BILLS. 
The following bills were read the first time : 
Senate Bill No. 2—An act to amend an Act 
entitled "An Act to establish a Civil Code,” ap­ 
proved March 21, 1872. 
Senate Bill No. 7—An Act to submit to the 
vote of the people of the Suite of California the 
question of creating and m aintaining state 
water works, for irrigation and other beneficial 
uses. 
Senate Bill No. 8—An Act to provide funds for 
the erection and maintenance of State water 
works. 
Senate Bill No. 9—An Aft to create the State 
Board of Water Commissioners, and prescribing 
its duties and powers. 
Senate Bill No. 11—An Act to amend Section 
1238of an Act entitled “ An Act to establish a 
Code of Civil Procedure,” approved March 11, 
1872. 
Assembly Bill No. 2—An Act to repeal Section 
3422 of the Civil Code, relating to riparian rightef 
THE SUPREME COURT. 
Del Valle moved that the special order for 
2 p. m. (relative to the majority aiul minority re­ 
ports concsruing the Supreme Court investiga­ 
tion) be taken up. 
Baldwin askea leave to have the charges 
withdrawn, inasmuch as the Assembly had in­ 
vestigated the subject aud found the charges to 
be unfounded. 
The roll w as called, and by a vote of IS ayes 
to 12 noes, the senate refused to grant the "re­ 
quest—a two-thhd vote being required. 
Del Valle's motion to take up the special order 
was then carried. 
Kellogg offered a resolution providing that 
further proceedings in regard to the charges be 
indefinitely postponed. 
Cross moved tnat the whole m atter be indefi­ 
nitely postponed. Carried. 
ADJOURNMENT. 
Lowe moved to adjourn until Monday at 2:30 
P. M. 
lynch said the persons who were instru­ 
mental in having the session called were now 
procrastinating. As one of those opposed to 
the calling of the session, he was now opposed 
to unnecessary delay. 
At 12:20 p. m. the Senate adjourned until Mon­ 
day ut 2:30 r. m. 
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ASSEMBLY. 
Thursday, August 12,1886. 
The Assembly met at 10 a. m. Speaker Parks 
in the chair. Quorum present. 
Lovell stated that General Burdette, the retir­ 
ing Commander-in-Chief of the G. A. R., was in 
the building. 
The committee appointed to assist in the G. 
A. R. reception Messrs. Lovell. Banbury, Doug­ 
in» and Edwards, were instructed by the 
Speaker to escort him to the Assembly Cham­ 
ber. 
This was done and General Burdette was 
greeted with applause. A recess was taken for 
thirty minutes, in which the guest was intro­ 
duced to the members. 
MeGlashan asked that the memorial presented 
by him from Assembly District No. 53. relating 
to irrigation, l»e spread upon the minutes. 
Granted. 
GENERAL FILE. 
The substitu'e for Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment No. 1 (Yule’s)—proj»osed by the 
committee—was adopted. 
Munday moved an amendment to the title, 
making the proposed amendment a concurrent 
resolution instead of an Act. The motion pro­ 
vailed. The resolution read as follows : 
“ Section#. Thew uteisof all natural streams 
within the State are the property of the public, 
and are dedicated to the use of ihe people of the 
State. Such waters may be diverted anckused 
for irrigation or other beneficial purposes, under 
regulations prescribed by law ; provided, that 
navigation in navigable streams subject to the 
control of the United States, and the rights now 
acquired to appropriate, divert and use water, 
shall not be impaired. The English common 
la w of riparian rights, so far as the same may be 
in conflict with this seciion, shall not be recog­ 
nized as a decision in any Courts of this State.” 
Davis moved that the last section be stricken 
out. He knew it was useless to discuss the ques­ 
tion. He was right, and the appropriators voted 
his motion down by a large majority. 
After considerable discussion, on motion of 
Munday, the whole matter was made the special 
order lor Monday at 2:30. 
The House refused to adopt Morris’s expense 
r* i*>rt of the Committee on Judicial Investiga­ 
tion.The commitiec reported in favor of allowing 
the following claim s: Jerome Porter,.Sergenut- 
nt-Arms. serving subpenas. etc. 8120; A. Hersh- 
berg. clerk, 6t’*y; E. J. Smith and S. F. Taylor, 
preparing documents, etc., 825 each : W. M.

New York, August 12th.—Governor Til- 
den's Will is nublished, but contains little 
not already known. After making family 
legacies, it is stipulated in all eases in 
which special trusts shall be for the benefit 
of any female, said income shall be kept 
free from the control or interference of any 
husband which said female now has or 
may hereafter have, such income being in­ 
tended to be sacredly devoted to the sepa­ 
rate personal use of said temale, and is not 
to be incumbered or anticipated by her. 
The will proceeds: " I authorize my ex­ 
ecutors and trustees to <anise the establish­ 
ment of a library and fiee reading-room in 
my native town of New Lebanon. My 
executors and trustees are authorized to ex­ 
pend for the creation and equipment and 
to invest as a permanent fund to maintain 
said library and reading room the sum of 
000, and any further sum not to exceed 
•■^>■>.000 w hich 1 m ay in w ritiug instruct ray 
said executors and trustees to apply to these 
objects. I here authorize m y said execu­ 
tors and trustees to appropriate out of my 
estate, in snch m anner as they m ay deem 
expedient, the sum of $50,000 tow ard the 
establishm ent of a library and free read­ 
ing-room in the city of Y onkers, and 
such furtLcr sum not exceeding $50,­ 
000 as I m ay hereafter instruct m y 
said executors and trustees to apply 
to th at object. I request m y said executors 
and trustees to obtain as speedily as possi­ 
ble from the Legislature an Act of incorpo­ 
ration of an institution to be know n as 
‘T he T ilden T rust,’ w ith a capacity to es­ 
tablish and m aintain a free reading-room 
in the city of New Y ork, aud prom ote such 
^scientific and educational purposes as m y 
’said executors and trustees m ay m ore par­ 
ticularly designate. Such corporation shall 
have not less than live trustees, with power 
to till vacancies in their num ber ; and in 
ease said institution shall be incorporated 
in a form and m annev satisfactory to m y 
said executors and trustees during the life­ 
tim e of the survivor of the two lives in 
being, upon which trust of m y general es­ 
tate herein created is lim ited, to wit, heirs 
'■t Ruby S. Tilden and Susie W hittlesy, I 
hereby authorize m y said executors "and 
rustees to organize said corporation, desig­ 
nate the first trustees thereof, and to con­ 
vey to or apply to the use of the sam e the 
rest and residue and rem ait der of all m y 
real and personal estate not specifically dis­ 
posed of bv this instrum ent, or so m uch 
thereof as they m ay deem expedient. 
I authorize m y said executors and trus­ 
tees to apply the rest, residue and rem ain­ 
der of m y property, real and personal, after 
m aking good the said special trusts herein 
directed, or such portions thereof as they 
m ay no. deem it expedient to apply to its 
use, to snch charitable, educational and 
scientific purposes as the judgm ent of m y 
said executors and trustees will render the 
said rest, residue and rem ainder of m y 
property m ost widely and substantially 
beneficial to the interest of m ankind. 
“ My said executors and trustees are 
hereby invested with the following powers : 
b irst, to m anage the funds herein directed 
to be invested in trusts for specific persons 
until such investm ents shall have been 
m ade w ith like authorities as in cases of 
other portions of m y estate. Second, to sell 
and dispose, from tim e to tim e, in their 
discretion, of snch parts and parcels of real 
estate and other property hereby devised, 
give i and bequeathed to them as they shall 
deem advisable.' 
Ten thousand dollars is bequeathed to 
keep in order the cem etery at New Leban­ 
on, and a provision is m ade to erect three

T h e T ru e S to ry ok C i n d e r e l l a . An 
account of the incident on which the 
nursery tale of Cinderella is founded may 
not prove uninteresting at this time. The 
story of Cinderella ha3 been variously 
traced to France, Italy, Arabia and Egypt, 
but the Egyptian version, aa given by Stra­ 
bo and -Elian, has probably the best right 
to be considered the original. Some time 
during the year B. C. 070, it appears that 
the Princess Rhodope was bathing, and had 
left her shoes along with her other gar­ 
ments on the river bank. An eagle hap­ 
pened to be hovering about at the time, 
and attracted by the glittering of the 
Princess' shoes, swooped down, seized one 
of them, and carrying it oft to Memphis, 
dropped it into the lap of King Psammeti- 
chus, who was holding a Court of justice. 
The King, struck by the small size and 
general beauty of the shoe, issued a proc­ 
lamation requesting the owner, whoever 
she was, to apply for it. No application 
being made, messengers were dispatched, 
who in due course came across Rhodope. 
She was then presented to the King, who 
ultimately married her. The French ver­ 
sion-, given by Perrault. lays the scene in 
humble life. The Italian version, which 
is still acted at the Florentine carnivals, 
followed the Egyptian, with the substitu­ 
tion of Italian personages.—Newcastle 
Chronicle.
